WILL NOT AFFECT WAR PLANS 


Mediation Procedure Defined Un- 
~ der Hague Rules. 


VERDICT IS NOT. BINDING, 


Work of South American Envoys May 
Be Advisory Only. 


Washington, D. C., April 25.—President 
Wilson’s acceptance of the good offices of 
Brazil, Argentina, and Chile to compose the 
Mexican confiict has centered the attention 
of international authorities on just what 
the procedure will be and what “ good 
offices '’ are under the practice of nations. 

The tender of the South American envoys 
speaks of good offices and the reply of the 
United States government makes reference 
to intermediation. 

John Bassett Moore, former counselor of 
the state department and an authority on 
international law, points out a distinction 
between the cage of good offices and media- 
tion, and says: 

“The demand of good offices or their ac- 
¢captance does not confer the right of mediat- 
ing.”’ 


Interpretation of The Hague. 

The Hague convention uses the two terms 
good offices and mediation interchangeably. 
The Hague provisions follow: 

*“ Article II.—In case of serious disagree- 
ment or conflict before an appeal to arms 
the signatory powers agree to have recourse, 
as far as circumstances allow, to the good 
offices or mediation of one or more friendly 
powers. - 

Article III.—Independently of this re- 
course, the signatory powers recommend 
that one or more powers, strangers to the 
dispute, should, on their own initiative, and 
as far as circumstances may allow, offer 
their good offices or mediation to the states 
at variance. 

*“ Powers, strangers’ to the dispute, have | 
the right to offer their good offices or media- 
tion even during the course of hoatilities. 

“The exercise of this right can never be 
regarded by one or the other of the parties 
in conflict as an unfriendly act.” 


Will Be Purely Advisory. 

That the work of the three South American 
envoys in the present case will be purely 
advisory and not be of binding character 
appears to follow from article VI. of the 
Hague convention, which provides: 

** Good offices and mediation, either at the 
request of the parties at variance, or on the 
initiative of powers strangers to the dis- 
pute, have exclusively the character of 
advice, and never having binding force.” 

The Hague convention also provides that 
* the acceptance of mediation cannot, unless 
there be agreement to the contrary, have the 
effect of interrupting, delaying, or hindering 
mobilization or other measures of prepara- 
tion for war. If mediation occurs after the 
commencement of hostilities, it causes no in- 
terruption to the military operation in prog- 
ress unless there be an agreement to the 
“contrary.” 


Usual Procedure Is Likely. 

Most of the precedents on good officeg and 
mediation are those in which established 
governments are concerned, and to what 
extent the practice would apply to a de facto

in the present case of the usual course of 
tendering good offices, and its acceptance by 
the United States, probably would result in 
the usual procedure being employed. 

One of the precedents on good offices was 
during the Cleveland administration and 
involved Mexico.

** Please wire Gen. Bliss at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Tex., to wire Col. Gresham at Hauchuca 
immediately to make a shipment of rifles 
and ammunition to Bisbee.

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_ Developments Day by Day Up to Mediation Plan.

N the morning of April 9 the pay- 
master and a whale boat crew of 
sailors from the United States Steam- 
ship Dolphin rowed ashore at Tam- 
pico to get ha!lfa dozen cases of gaso- 

line. Before they got back to their ship they 
had put a final end to the policy of ‘* watch- 
ful waiting ’’ on the part of the United States, 
which had lasted for more than a year. Or- 
dered out of the boat, over which flew the 
United States. flag, they were marched 
through the streets under arrest and locked 
up in jail by officers of the Huerta forces 
occupying Tampico. 
When they were released and allowed to go 
back to their ship Rear Admira! Mayo, in 
command of the United States fleet in the 
harbor, matle prompt demands for reparation 
on Gen. Zaragoza, in command of the Huerta 
forces. 

An apology for the outrage, punishment of 

the offending officers, a salute of twenty-one 

guns to the stars and stripes, all this to be 
done within twenty-four hours. That was 
the admiral’s ultimatum, later modified as 
to time to enable Zaragoza to get orders from 

Huerta. 

Huerta, safe in Mexico City, had just per- 

suaded the local banks to advance him 

$5,000,000 a month to pay his army and was 
feeling particularly cocky. Villa, fighting 
man of the Constitutional rebels of the north, 
had ordered all the Spanish residents out 
of his territory and his chief, Carranza, haa 
answered with a snub the protest of the 

United States government. John Lind, Pres- 

ident Wilison’s unofficial envoy in Mexito, 

had come back to Washington to make a final 
report of practical faiiure in his mission. 


The whole Mexican situation had become 
jmpossible. If not the landing of the Dol- 
phin’s boat crew, some 
other trifle must have 
brought the crisis. 
Zaragoza made a haif- 
hearted apology and 
promised punishment of the officer who had 
arrested the Dolphin’s men, but, acting un- 
der instruction from Huerta, refused flatly 
to fire the salute. 

Meanwhile, as if to add emphasis to the 
first insult, the mail ordérly of the United 
States fleet in the harbor at. Vera Cruz, go- 
ing ashore in full uniform to get his mail, 
was arrested by the Mexican police. 

These unavenged insults to the fag were 
reported to President Wiison at Washington. 
Acting on his instructions, Chargé O’Shaugh- 
nessy in Mexico City notified the Huerta 
government that the Mayo demands must 
be complied with in full. Through his for- 
eign minister, Huerta replied that an apol- 
ogy and the punishment of the offending 
officers was sufficient reparation and all that 
he would grant. When O’Shaughnessy made 
a second attempt to see Huerta he was 
bluntly informed that he would not be re- 
ceived. 

On Tuesday, April 14, after two confer- 
encés with his cabinet and with navy offi- 
cials, President Wilson oriered the entire 
Atlantic and Pacific war fleets of the United 
States to concentrate in Mexican waters. 
That started fifteen huge battleships and 
about twenty-five auxiliary vessels for the 
eastern coast of Mexico, and fifteen cruis- 
ers and minor vessels for the west. Mean- 
while Villa and his rebels won a big battle 
at San Pedro de Los Colonias, forty miles 
from Torreon, wiping out a force of 3,500 
Huertaistas.

on Thursday, April 16, announced that he 
would obey the demand of the United States 
government and salute the flag by firing 
twenty-one guns at Tampico. The decision 
of the dictator was received with a sigh of 


relief by the administration, which had been 


fighting desperately against the opening of 
anything. approaching hostilities. “‘ War 
Crisis-Over” was a newspaper headline. But 
the battleships kept on steaming down the 
two coasts. 

Over night came another sudden change 
on the part of Huerta. People who went to 
bed convinced that danger of war was over 
opened their newspapers on the Morning of 
April 18 with a gasp of surprise. “ Wiison 
Will Force Huerta to Salute ’’ read the head- 
lines.

It was rumored that the presidential plan 
was to declare and enforce a “* pacific block- 
ade’ against all the ports of Mexico. 

It was 8 o'clock on Sunday evening, April 
19, before the final reply came from Huerta. 
He would not agree to fire the salute de- 
manded, He even denied that the flag was 
flying from the launch in Tampico harbor. 
“ “Itis war!” cried the newspapers in scare 
heads on Monday morning. Meanwhile 
President Wilson had left Washington to 
spend a quiet Sunday with Mrs. Wilson, who 
had been ill.

On Monday. April 20, President Wilson 
addressed a joint meeting of congress and 
asked for approval of 
his proposed action in 
using the army and 
navy against Huerta 
and his adherents. He 
disclaimed any possibility. of making war 
on the Mexican people, or any idea of ag- 
gression or selfish aggrandizement. 

In the’ house of representatives there was 
eharp debate before the final passage at a 
night session of the resolution which “' jus- 
tified the use of the armed forces of the 
United States in enforcing certain demands 
against Victoriano Huerta.’’ It was sup- 
ported by practically all the Democrats, by 
most of the Progressives, and opposed by 
thirty Republicans. The final vote was 337 
in favor of the resolution and 37 against it. 

In the senate there was delay. Repub- 
lican senators and some of the Democrats 
insisted that so serious a step ought not to 
be taken without giving to the world a more 
complete justification than the mere state- 
ment that Huerta had insulted the flag. 
Senator Lodge introduced a substitute reso- 
lution declaring that a state of anarchy had 
long existed in Mexico, that Ameriean citi- 
zens had been murdered and their property 
destroyed, and that, disclaiming any hostil- 
ity against the Mexican people, the United 
States was justified in using its armed forces 
for the protection of ite people and the en- 
forcement of its rights. 

In the hope of hastening action, President 
Wilson personally visited the capitol and 
conferred with his supporters. 

Shortly after midnight the senate ad- 
journed without completing the debate of 
passing any resolution. 

Huerta issued a proclamation declaring 
that ali aliens in his capital would be safe- 
guarded. Americafi merchant vessels were 
omdered to leave the port of Vera Cruz.

On Monday night President Wilson, with- 
out waiting for the passage of the senate

Action 
was hastened because a German steamship, 
loaded with arms and ammunition for 
Huerta, had reached Vera Cruz, and it was

On Tuesday morning, April 21, with Capt. 
Rush of the battleship Florida in command, 
a landing party of about 1,000 men took pos- 
seagion of the city, after a desuitory battle 
in which four Americans and perhaps 200 
Mexicans were killed. The Mexican sharp- 
shooters were stationed on the roofs of build- 
ings and in several tall towers, which were 
shattered by “shells from the’ tramsport 
Prairie. Gen. Maas, commander of the 
Huerta forces, was driven out of ‘the city 
early in the engagement. 

Meanwhile im-the senate at Washington a 
hot debate raged‘all day over the wording of 
the resolution authorizing the use of 
force. Senator Root led the fight for making 
the resolution express more than merely the 
indignation of the United States at insults 
to its flag and uniform. He and his adher- 
ents succeeded in cutting the name of Huerta 
out of the resolution. It finally passed, after 
an all night session, in the early hou? of

The sensation of Wednesday, April 22, 
after the occupation of Vera Cruz, was the 
message from Gen. 
Carranza, chief of the 
Constitutional rebels

From the commencement of the Huerta 
tégime President Wilgon has supported Car- 
ranza, as the best hope of relief from the 
usurper.

The refugees arriving here bring word of 
intense anti-American feeling in all direc- 
tions. Because of this the American military 
authorities in Vera Cruz consider the situa- 
tion of Americans all over the republic grave. 


Aid to Refugees on Coast. 

It is probable thatfthe liner Monterey, now | 
here, will be chartered to proceed along the 
coast to Yucatan and pick up refugees at the 
small intermediate ports. 

At Puerto Mexico everything was auiet 
last night. Rear Admiral Badger is relying 
on the British vessels there, which are in 
charge of the situation. 

The American liners at the docks of Puerto 
Mexico have not been interfered with inany 
way. 

The American torpedo boat destroyer 
Patterson, which is at Tuxpan, has been in- 
structed to take on board twenty-five Chi- 
nese refugees and send them into Galveston 
at the firat opportunity. 


“Snipers” Worry Marines. 

There was occasional ‘‘sniping”’ last night. 
There was, however, no general disorder, the 
domination of the city by the American 
forces having been generally accepted by the 
residents. 

Naval officers are of opinion that the biue- 
jackets and marines on shore will not be 
relieved immediately on arrivai of the First 
brigade of the army, and express the belief 
that the reémbarkation of the naval forces 
will be begun only when sufficient soldiers 
to garrison the city have been landed. 

The American lines, some ten miles in 
length, now completely encircle the city. 
Outposts have been established, covering all 
points from one to five miles out. 


All Saloons Are Closed. 

The érder issued from the admiral’s head- 
quarters for the closing of all saloons re- 
mained in effect today. 

The restaurants are having <ifficulty fn 
furnishing the usual quantity and quality of 
food, owing to the impossibility of obtaining 
supplies. Prices have advanced greatly. 

The navy department today received a re- 
port from Admital Badger at Vera Cruz 
stating that all of the wounded are improv- 
ing and that the surgical cases are doing 
‘*‘ gurprisingly well.” 

Alberto Goodman, chief surgeon of the 
Mexican National railroad, was appointed 
today health officer of the city, under the 
naval organization of the nrunicipality. 

The former city officials refused to resume 
their duties, owing to their fear of personal 
consequences. 


NO REPORT ON SLAYING.

Six internes of the Englewood hospital 
“kicked on the grub and on the laundry *’ 
and went out to a restaurant and took an 
hour and a half for breakfast, after tinding 


_the dining room door of the hospital locked. 


When they came down late yesterday morn- 
ing they were called “a-lot of foolish boys 
with no more sense than the law allows,” by 
William J. Rathje, president of the institu- 
tion. 

The internes asserted Miss Emilia Dahi- 
gren, superintendent, was not treating them 
fairly, and stated they would take the mat- 
ter up with the board of directors. 

“Miss Dahlgren is an excellent superin- 
tendent,’’ Mr. Rathje said. ‘ The laundry 
is first class, and if they don’t like it they 
can have their linen washed and ironed some- 
where else. We serve good food, and if 
Miss Dahigren insists on a certain time for 
breakfast that’s discipline. We can't have 
the boys coming in to breakfast at all hours 
of the day. 

“It seems some of these internes have 
not yet grown up. They imagine they are ill 
treated and are trying to crerenet tapmishng 
ing the institution. They may acq com- 
mon sense after a few years.”’

One Lot’ Owner Hires Attorney. 

Milw ard Adams, tcrn.er theatrical mana- 
ger, residing at the Auditorium hotel, said 
he would consult his attorney. He has pro- 
vided for the perpetual care of his vault. 

Mrs. Harry Rubovits, daughter of the late 
M. Alshuler, asserted her intention of look- 
ing into the investinents, as did Mrs. Fanny 
Klopfer, widow of Henry Klopfer. 

Another widow, who asked that her name 
be not used, said: 

“I think it is a shame there ‘should be any 
attempt to use the perpetual care funds in 
any but the safest enterprises. The men in 
charge of the funds should at least have 
enough respect for a fund of that kind not to 
attempt to manipulate it.”’ 


More Facts Disclosed. 


Further information of how the perpetual | 
‘care funds might be made to serve the ends 


of the five directors was revealed during 
the day. THe TRIBUNE had shown H. W. 
Huttig, president of the Rosehill company, 
had received a loan of 860,000 for his manu- 
facturing plant in Muscatine, Ia. It also 
printed the admission of one ofthe directors 
that as much as $100,000 o fthe fund was in- 
vested in securities that were not the most 
soldi. 

Charles B. Munday is secretary and treas- 
urer of the Rosehill company and also a vice 
president of the La Salle Street Trust and 
Savings bank. It was discovered yesterday 
that the cemetery company keeps a large 
amount of the perpetual care fund in the 
bank, where Mr. Munday may infiuence its 
invesiment, The exact amount of the bal- 
ance could not be obtained from the direc- 
tors, but it is said to be frequently near the 
$100,000 mark. 

Mr. Munday also is president of Truax, 
Greene & Co., dealers in surgical supplies. 
J. K. Seagraves, another director of the 
cemetery, is secretary of the same company. 
Mr. Munday denied that any of the Rosehill 
funds were at present loaned to the surgical 
supply house.

FE departure of Brig. Gen. Frederick

The towering heights of Cerro Gordo rise 
over the Cordilleras sixty miles from Vera 
Cruz on the direct road to Mexico City and 
must be passed by the American troops 
@hould orders come for the capture of the 
Mexican capital. 

It was on these heights that Gen. Winfield 
Scott with 8,500 men found Santa Ane in- 
trenched with approximately 12,000 men and 
by a wonderful piece of strategy and a gal- 
lant attack put the Mexicans to flight. 


iil 

It wae on April 8, 1847, that Gen. Scott, 
having invested Vera Cruz as a basis of 
operations announced his intention of prees- 
ing on immediately toward Mexico City. 
His forces were not supplied with adequate 
means of transportation, but Gen. Scott de- 
cided not to wait for belated shipments of 
horses and wagons, and the troops marched 
out of Vera Cruz on April 12. No opposition 
was encountered along the national road and 
two days later the troops encamped at Plan 
del Rio, on the south bank of the Rio del 
Plan, which flows from west to east. 

Here Scott learned that Sanfa Ana and 
hig men were guarding the pass of Cerro 
Gordo less than three miles distant. The 
Amefican generals had underestimated the 
strength of the Mexican troops, thinking they 
would have to meet only 3,000, but recon- 
noitering parties obtained information which 
corrected this error before it was too late, 


~~ 

Hearing of Scott’s advance, Santa Ana 
had moved down from Mexico City with 8,000 
men. At Puebla he was joined by a large 
number of national guards and aga‘n at Jal- 
apa, thirty miles from Cerro Gordo, by 2,000. 
This raised his forces to between 12,000 and 
13,000, 

At Cerro Gordo the national road passes 
through a narrow defile with three large 
hills on the left and the heights of Cerro 
Gordo on the right. At the bottom of the 
three hills flows the Rio del Plan. When 
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Gen. Scott attacked tne position these hills 
were separated by deep ravines dotted with 
rocks and tangled growths of chaparral. 
On each of the hills Santa Ana had placed 
batteries, intrenchments were dug in front 
and redoubts built in the rear. 

~~ 

On the opposite side of the road a citadel, 
and strong outer work was built on the sum- 
mit of Cerro Gordo. This marked the left 
wing of Santa Ana’s Ceferse and the right 
of the attacking army. Sixty yards from the 
base of the slope in front of the hill a battery 
of six large guns was placed in position 
where it could sweep the pass and annihilate 
the advancing Americans as they turned a 
sharp bend of the tortuous road. Higher up 
were built stone breastworks as protection 
for foot soldiers. 

Besides these, other batteries were placed 
on El Telegrafo and cther eminences in the 
vicinty. A battery of five guns was placed 
to guard the rear and to cover their re- 
treat toward Mexico City should retreat be 
necessary. With this defense established 
Santa Ana sat back and waited for the 
eremy’s approach, confident that his forces, 
superior in number and position, would crush 
the American troops. 

_ 


In his camp at Plan del Rio Gen. Scott 
mapped out his plan ofattack. Soaccurately 
was it formed and with such acute consider- 
ation of obstacles to be overcome that he pre- 
dicted just what would happen on the day 
of the battle, even to the hour of victory. 
Thiry prediction was made in the form of a 
written order of battle transmitted to his 
generals on the day previous. 

Gen. Scott’s plan was this: A new road 
was to be cut against great obstacles around 
the right of the heights of Cerro Gordo. This 
road was to leave the rwtional roed at Pian 
del Rio and join it again & the rear of the 
pass. While part of his forees were to en- 


gage the enemy in the front and storm the 


heights, another division wag to march by 
way of the new road, trap the Mexicans in 
the rear, cut off their escape, and bottle 
them up in their fortifications on the hills. 
So effectually was thie plan chrried out that 
‘Santa Ana himself narrowly escaped cap- 
ture, | 

On April 15 Scott set his engineers to work 
cutting the new road. Before it had reached 
W i eeyens the heights, however, the 
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Mexicans drove the working parties back. 
Reinforced by Gen. Worth’s division, which 
had followed the main body from Vera Cruz, 
Gen. Scott decided to wait no longer, and 
to advance to the attack immediately. 

The next day Gen. Twiggs’ division started 
along the new road. He was given orders 
to push the work on the road under fire and 
to storm the heights at the closest point 
to the road. He was to go as far as possible 
and camp for the night, and push forward 
again the next morning. The engineers en- 
countered dense growths of chaparral and 
deep chasms which must be filled or bridged. 

Mexican skirmishers appeared on the 
crest of the hills and a company under 
Lieut. Gardner was sent ahead to dislodge 
them, but the Mexicans proved too numerous, 
and it was with difficulty that the Americans 
held their ground. A detachment of rifles 
and artillery soon put the skirmishers to 
flight in all directions. 

een 

The Americans pursued to within range 
of a rain of canister from the batteries at the 
foot of Cerro Gordo, but, not deterred by the 
suffering on their flank, they turned and as- 
sailed El Telegrafo. The latter point was 
carried. 

The artillery under Lieut. Col. Childs had 
become separated from the rest of the troops 
during the confusion and that impetuous 
commender sallied forth into the plain and 
was for ascending Cerro Gordo with his 
handful of men, but the recall was sounded 
and he withdrew, dragging his mountain 
howitzers to the crest of El Telegrafo. These 
kept the enemy at bay for the night. 

The cannonading was heard at Plan del 
Rio and Gen. Scott ordered Gen. Shields, with 
two regiments of volunteers, the Third and 
Fourth Illinois, to reinforce Twiggs’ com- 
mand. Two howitzers and one cannon were 
taken along, and the men worked all night to 
get ‘these to the top of Bl Telegrafo. 

~~ 

During the night Gen. Scott sent an eight 
inch howitzer to the south bank of the river 
on the Mexicans’ right to divert the'r at- 
tention from, Twiggs’ forces. This heavy 
piece of artiliery was dragged two and @ 
half miles by hand. 

Fiverything was then in readiness for the 
attack, and at daybreak on April 18 Wort’s 
division and Pillow’s brigade left camp at 
Plan del Rio. Worth was to take the new 
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roaa ana reinforce Gen. Twiggs’ jivisior 
while Pillow was to follow a new route recon- 
noitered by Gen. Scott and attack the en- 
emy's right. 

Before either of these arrived, howev-er, 
Gen. Twiggs began hostilities by opening 
fire with his batteries from Bil Telegrafo. A 
hot fire was returned from the opposite siope 
of Cerro Gordo, and despite the terrific rain 
of canister, Col. Harney massed his troops 
for a charge down the elope, across the in- 
tervening plain, and up to the Mexican forti- 
fications. The rifles were sent into the valley 
first to divert the enemy’s fire from the main 
body of infantry which was to follow up the 
assault, 

~~ 

Santa Ana himself could be seen on the 
summit of Cerro Gordo directing his men. 
He ordered up a large detachment of infan- 
try from the rear as reinforcements. Col. 
Harney observed this movement and has- 
tened the charge. Through clouds of smoke 
which hid comrade from comrade his men 
rushed up the incline. In the face of the 
cannonading from the Mexican works they 
ran up the rugged slopes and carried the 
breastworks. The Mexicans scattered in ald 
directions. 

The Americans climbed over the works and 
rushed for the second line of defense near 

the summit. They kept on in the face of an 
unceasing shower of musketry and once the 
Mexicans threatened to descend upon them, 
but were driven back. The citadel was 
rushed and taken and the Mexicans, in no 
mood for a hand to hand conflict, either fied 
or gave themselves up. 
naiiaie 


All during the conflict the road building 
around Cerro Gordo had been carried on 
under the protection of infantry and artillery 
under Col. Riley. The latter’s troops were 
subjected to such hot fire from the Mexicans 
on the rear of the hill that Gen. Twiggs dis- 
patched the rest of his division to their sup- 
port and the slope was attacked from the 
rear with such success that Col. Riley's men 
appeared at the rear of the citadel at the 
same time that Col. Harney’s forces carried 
the works in front. The leaders met just as 
the Mexican flag wae hauled dewn and the 
stars and stripes run aloft. 

In the meanwhile Gen. Shields’ Illinois 
volunteers had cut their way through the 
chaparral to'within sight of the enemy's 


battery in the rear and Gen. Shields was 
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severely wounded. Col. Baker succeeded 
to the command and ordered a charge. Two 
of the enemy’s guns were taken, but the 
Mexicans put up a desperate fight. They 
had been joined by those who fled from the 
summit of Cerro Gordo, and Gen Twiggs sent 
word to Col. Riley to rush his troops to 
Baker’s aid. Col. Riley had witnessed the 
fighting from the citadel, however, and al- 
ready had dispatched reinforcements. The 
Mexicans fled both on horse and on foot at 
sight of the Americans rushing down the in- 
cline. 
—~ 

Santa Ana rode furiously about among his 
cavalry, trying to persuade them to turn 
back and assault the heights, but it was no 
use, and the Mexican commander in chief, 
in a fume of rage, was himself compeled 
to flee. 

Gen. Pillow’s troops had met with less snc- 
cess in storming the three hills to the 
enemy’s right. The volunteers had become 
tangled up in the chaparral, and the howitzer 
fire had mercilessly raked their ranks. The 
undisciplined volunteers quailed under the 
deadly cannonading. Gen. Pillow was 
wounded, and this added to their disorder. 

Col. Campbell’s Tennessee regiment, which 
had seen servitt: 4t the storming of Mon- 
terey, came tq t their relief, and, with the aid 
of the fire of the ‘howitzer which had been 
stationed across the river, rushed up the 
sides of the hills. They hardly had reached 
the top, however, before Cerro Gordo was 
taken, and the Mexicans on the hills raised 
the white flag. With Cerro Gordo taken, 
their position was at the mercy of the Ameri- 
can fire from the towering heights.

Gen. Worth’s division and the dragoons 
gave chase to the enemy and they were pur- 
sued as far as Jaipa, nearly thirty miles 
away. So close were the Americans on their 
heels that Santa Ana’s private carriage, hie 
baggage, and the army’s war chest were 
taken. 

The Americans went into battle with 8,500 
men, the Mexicans with more than 12,000. 
The Americans lost thirty-three officers and 
398 men, 431 in all, but only sixty-three were 
killed outright on the field of battle. 

Between 1,000 and 1,200 Mexicans were 
killed and about 3,000 were taken prisoners. 
Besides these, Gen. Scott captured forty- 
three pieces of artillery and between 4,000 
and 5,000 stands of arms.

ITALY FEARS AN INVASION 


Abyssianian Chief, with 50,000 
Men, Said to Be Prepared 
to Strike. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZ.] 

ROME, April 25.—Alarming reports have 
been received from Abyssinia in rezard to 
the probable invasion of Italian territory by 
the powerful chief Ras Ghiarghi and an 
atmy of 50,000 men. 

After the death of Negus Menelik this army 
was sent to the province of Tibre to enforce 
the submission of that province, although 
the ruler of that territory had gone to the 
capital to swear fealty to the new emperor, 
Lig Yaau. 

Chief Rae Ghiarghi’s army is sti en- 
camped in the province of Tibre, close to ttie 
fromtier of Eritrea. 

It is reported that arme and ammunition 
are being sent from Italy and preparati ns 
made lest the rebellion spreads to the coun- 
try and the young emperor be deposed.

AUSTRIA MAKES BID 
FOR NAVAL BASE. | 


Revives Proposition for Aequisi- 
tion of “‘Holy Hill’ of Monte- 
negro, Dominating Adriatic 


Harbor, Despite Opposition. 


LONDON, April 25.—Vienna dispatches 
show how tenaciously the “ forward " school 
of Austro-Hungarian politiciane clings to 
hazardous ideas. 

An Austrian military organ, hitherto IR 
receipt of official countenance and support, 
has again raised the question of the acquisi 
tion by Austria of Mount Lovtchen, the 
“ Holy Hill” of Montenegro. 

This mountain dominates the magninficent 
Adriatic harbor known as the Boche di 
Cattaro. If crowned with efficient batteries 
of modern artillery, the position might ren- 
der the Bocche untenable as an Austro-Hun- 
Sarian naval base. 

There is some Montenegrin artillery in the 
position, but the Austro-Hungarian general 
staff probobly knows that the Montenegrin 
guns are not formidable. It appears, how- 
ever, anxious to discount the contingency of 
a political and military union between the 
now continuous kingdoms of Montenegro and 
Servia, which would place Mount Lovichen, 
directly or indirectly, under Servian military 
control. 

Question First Raised in 19132, 

Whether or not the fears of a Servo-Mone- 
tenegrin union are well founded, there is 
reason to believe that the Lovtchen question 
has recently been discussed in Austro-Hun- 
garian military and naval circles. The ques- 
tion was raised in the autumn of 1912 by the 
Austro-Hungarian minister at Cettinge in 
conversation with King Nicholas, who ig 
understood to have suggested that Austria- 
Hungary would raise no objection to the ac- 
quisition of Scutari by Montenegro if King 
Nicholas were prepared to cede the Lovtchen 
region to Austria. 

King Nicholas declined the suggestion— 
and was subsequently compelled to evacuate 
Scutari by the powers, acting under moral 
compulsion from Austria-Hungary. 

In the meantime Italy, alarmed by the 
prospect of so grave a change in the equilb- 
rium of the Adriatic as would have been 
involved by the conversion of the Booche di 
Cattaro into a first class Austro-Hungarian 
naval base, informed her ally that she would 
regard the acquisition of Lovtchen by a great 
power as a matter of extreme gravity. 


Italy Could Not Acquiesce. 

The question has nevertheless been rea 
vived, at least on paper. Nothing has oc- 
curred to render it potentially less grave 
than before. Unless some secret conven- 
tion in regard to the future of the Adriatie 
has been concluded between the members of 
the triple alliance it is difficult to imagine 
how Itaiy could acquiesce in a changé which 
would eccentuate the marked strategic in- 
feriority of her fleet in the Adriatic. 

During one mad week last spring Italy in- 
deed conceived and Austro-Hungarian naval 
authorities seemed disposed to accept the 
idea of an Italian occupation of Aviona as 
a set-off to thé projected Austro-Hungarian 
expedition against Montenegro, which might 
have involved the acquisition of the Lov- 
tchen., 

But calmer counsels prevailed. Monte- 
negro was compelled to evacuate Scutari, 
Austro-Italian relations became normal, and 
an independent Albania was created. The 
latest reports of fighting at Koritza and the 
announcement from Rome that Prince Wilk 
liam, the Mpret of Albania, proposes “ te 
march out at the head of his troops,’’ and 
has decided “‘to order a general mobiliza- 
tion,’’ undoubtedly reveal the precarious na- 
ture of the situation in the new principality. 


Austria Skeptic on Albania. 

The Mpret may succeed in overcoming the 
difficulties of his position, but credible re- 
ports from Vienna have recently hinted that 
Austria-Hungary is beginning to regard hia 
prospects of success with some skepticism. 

Austro-Hungarian statesmen, as the his- 
tory of the last few years has amply proved, 
are not invariably right in their forecasts. 
They radically migjudged the Balkan sit- 
uation before and during the recent wara, 
and they may now misjudge the position of 
Albania and Epirus. 

The significance of the revival of the Lovt- 
chen question lies less in its possible re- 
lationship to the future of Albania than in 
the indication it affords that the Austro- 
Hungarian attitude towards the southern 
Slavs has undergone little or no change. 
Vienna still seems deliberately to court the 
hostility of the Serbo-Croation race. 

Were all other Hapsburg races firm in 
their approval of Austro-Hungarian policy, 
this attitude on the part of the monarchy 
might be less short sighted than it ap- 
pears. But the hostile demonstrations ree 
ported from Roumania prove that Austria- 
Hungary is scarcely more popular beyond 
the southeastern Carpathians than she is bee 
yond the Save. 

Surrounded by Possible Foes. 

On the north, the east, and the south she 
ig surrounded by possible foes. Doubt- 
less the dual monarchy has come safely 
through situations less reassuring than thig, 
Its vitality and hidden resources are far 
greater than superficial observers may imag- 
ine. 

Foreign soldiers, statesmen, and poten- 
tates who, as recent indiscretions remind 
us, have at various times glibly discussed 
the division of Austro-Hungarian spoils, 
woefully underestimate Hapsburg powers of 
resistance. 

Nevertheless the well wishers of the Haps- 
burg monarchy cannot view without dis- 
quieture the continuance of diplomatic and 
political methods such as those that have 
placed it in its present disadvantageous 
predicament.

N our trip through the country previous 
to the meeting with John L. Sullivan in 
September, 1892, Corbett and I realized

Sullivan event cost us $10,000 of it. The 
rest of it went in different ways. As Corbett 
was quite certain that he was going *o beat 
John L. money, did not count. That kind of 
money never sticks to your fingers; there 
are so many ways to spend it. You have 
to keep up your end, live at the best hotels 
~—buy everything! None of the hangers-on 
must be allowed tq spend a cent> Sullivan 
had’ set a so-called scale of liberality that 
the other fellow had to live up to. 

The Olympic Athletic club of New Orleans 
had been the highest. bidder for the fight— 
$25,000—and the match had been arranged to 
take place in that city on Sept. 9—the $25,000 
to go to the winner. fj; 

At the same time they had arranged a 
pugilistic carnival for three days. On the 
first night George Dixon was to fight Jack 
Skelly for the bantam championship and on 
the second night Jack McAuliffe was to fight 
Billy Myer, who was known as the Streator 
Cyclone, for the lightweight championship. 
On the final night of the contest Corbett was 
to fight Sullivan. The largest purse offered 
up to that time was for the third bout. Mc- 
Auliffe, who had never been beaten by any 
lightweight, was almost as popular in his 
way as Sullivan.

We started to train about the middle of 
May at Lock Arbor, N. J., just on the edge 
of Asbury Park. Corbett had new ideas 
about training, as well as about other things 
pertaining to pugilism. The usual custom 
had been for the pugilist to go out some- 
ewhere to a roadhouse with a convenient bar 
and innumerable spongers and hangers-on. 
But our man took a cottage and associated 
with none but decent people. William De- 
laney was principal trainer.

"Ming partners—men with specialties—fog,Cor- 


bett had determined to learn every trick 
of the trade. He wanted these speciatists by 
their unusual work to out everything 
that was in him, prepare for every emer- 
gency. You see, you never can tell exactly 
how your opponent is training. He may 
have something up his sleeve with which 
surprise you. , 

The training quarters of the pugilist are 
managed diplomatically—managed so as to 
throw the other fellow off his guard, if pos- 
sible. Bve is done to give him the 
idea that you are training along simple, ac- 
cepted lines. When a big event ie to be 
pulled off, each camp has trusted scouts 
hanging around the headquarters of the en- 
emy, frequenting the bars of the neighbor- 
hood, picking up bite of gossip that may 
prove available. .- 

The lightest word dropped by a half drunk- 
en trainer is carefully reported and weighed 
in the councils of the camp for what it is 
worth. Needless to say, money is freely 
paid for reliable tnformation, but this prac- 
tice is apt to prove a boomerang in ineti- 
gating hangers-on to add to or change what 
they hear before reporting it. 

All this comes under what might be called 


the diplomacy of the ring and is quite as 


ethical as the methods used in Wall street | 


or in the cabinets of nations.

Corbett’s backers frequently visited his 
training quarters. Phil Dwyer, the famous 
horseman, was one of these, and he seemed 
to be worried that the fighter was reducing 
his weight too much. As a matter of fact he 
was, but we had to reassure Dwyer. So we 
put some bits of railroad iron in Corbett’s 
pockets just before he was weighed, which 
brought his avoirdupois up to the required 
mark. A few pounds one way or the other 


‘really didn’t matter, but we had to keep up 


Dwyer’s courage. 

The better class of people took a great in- 
terest in Corbett because he brought a cer- 
tain spirit, a cleanness into the whole game 
that they had never seen before. They say 
he was like John C. Heenan in this respect. 


He even carried his new methods into a 
transportation end of it. Instead of the usual 
train load of brawling rowdies and cringing 
sycophants we had a train of our own with 
@ special baggage car for the whole distance 


‘from Asbury Park to New Orleans. 


Corbett refused to make the trip at one 
continuous run. He claimed that besides 
practicing in his car it was necessary to get 
out once in a while and atretch his legs and 
limber up. So we stopped two or three times 
en route and he indulged in a cross coun- 


try run. 


When we reached New Orleans they were 
betting 5 to 1 against Corbett.’ In fart, 
some persons were wagering that Sullivan 
would make our man jump out of the ring. I | 
had $3,000 which I had brought down to bet 
on Sullivan. You see, if Corbett won we 
would have everything. But there was al- 
ways the gambler’s chance of his not win- 
ning, which was why I sought to hedge on 
Sullivan. I hung around the town for 
twenty-four hours, trying to land a bet at 
more favorable odds. I didn’t feel like put- 
ting up $3,000 in order to win $600 to $700. 

But Corbett's confidence inspired me. |! 
never saw a man who was #0 sure of him- 
self. He knew his man, morally, mentally, 
physically, and 


§ 


psychologically. He literally 
astounded me with his talk about Sullivan, 
and I found out afterward that he was cor- 
rect in every detail. In fact, I was so braced 
up by this that I walked into the St. Charlies 
hotel and placed my money at 4 to 1 on 
Corbett. That was about two hours before 
the fight. 

There never was such an audience assem- 
bled. New Orleans was packed with famous 
politicians, actors, and business men. Priests 
and other clergymen were there, disguised as. 
laymen, to see the match. Corbett spent the 
day before the great fight in the gymnasium 
of the Young Men’s Christian association, 
while Sullivan went to the Athietic club.

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Soap and water is the main preventive as well as the 
remedy. 

Don't maké the mistake of trying to steam your face 
to soften blackheads. You will destroy the natural 
oils of the skin and cause it to dry out and wither leng 
before its time. Instead, when washing your face at 
night apply hot cloths to it. renewing every half minute 
or so as the cloth cools. Scrub the face vigorously 
with pure castile soap and a camel's hair coniptéexion 
brush to release all possible dirt. Then after wiping it 
perfectly dry a massage with a good cold cream is ad- 
visable. A few such treatments on successive nights 
ought to soften the blackheads sc they will yield to 
gentle »ressure.

The Green Soap Treatment. 


The green soap treatment cannot be used on thin 
skins, but it rarely if ever fails to help the defects. 
The “green soap” is not green. It is yellow and may 
be purchased at any drug store. Before using the 
green soap bathe the face in warm water—not too hot, 
but so the heat will be pleasant to the skin. When 
the skin looks pink and feels soft and warm, anoint it 
with the green soap. Rub it well into the pores for 
three minutes. Rinse the soap from the face with warm 
water, using a camel’s hair complexion brusb s0 as 
to remove all of the soap and as many of the black- 
heads as will come. Ther use cold water until the face 
is thoroughly cool. Wipe the face thoroughly witb 
sterilized gauze or cheesecloth: Fill the skin with cold 
cream, just “dabbed” on all over. Let it remain half 
an hour. Then wipe off with a soft cloth any cream 
that is superfluous. The amount of dirt that comés off 
will be incredible. Continue this treatment every night 
until the blackheads have disappeared. 

Never attack blackheads with the finger nails or the 
rouné of e watch key, for the harm you can do in this 
way may take days to remedy. Take a softs clean 
handkerchief and fold it several times loosély so that 
it will form a pad under each thumb ball. Then 
gently force out the “worm.” You should do this at 
fight, as there is nearly always a little rednéss left 
ufter the squeezing, and it is well not to irritate the 
skin just before going out into the air. 

If the blackheads are too obstinate to yield te the 
foregoing treatment the following lotion will be found 
Carbonate of magnesia and zinc oxide, each one 
dram; rosewater, four ounces. Shake this mixture and 
mop the affected spots with it. Later the bulk of the 
“worm” may be gently pressed out after the face is 
softened with hot water.

Good Astringent Lotion. 


I consider witch hazel one of the best astringents. 
It is one of the necessities of my toilet table. Cloths 
wet in hot witch hazel and placed over the nose will 
reduce enlarged pores materially. But you must be 
careful to cool the™face always before going out into 
the air. The following astringent lotion is one of the 
best that can be had: One and one-half ounces of witch 
hazel, one-half ounce of tincture of benzoin, one ounce 
spirits of wine, and five ounces of orange flower water. 
Put the tincture of benzoin Into an eight ounce bottle 


with the spirits of wine, add the other ingredients, pre- 


viously mixed, and shake slightly. Apply this wash 
with a sponge night and mornins. This lotion not only 
will correct coarse pores but it will remedy oiliness. 

Hungarian water, which is primarily a tonie four ton- 
ing up the skin, is also excellent for closing pores. It 
is more expensive tban the astringent laftien It must 
be made up by a chemist, as it must be filtered and 
digested. The formula for Hungarian water follows: 
One ounce oil of rosemary, four drams oll of lavender, 
sixty drops of petit grain, eight drams tincture of tolu, 
one pint orange flower water, and three pints rectified 
spirits of wine. Add one tablespoonful to a. tumbler of 
cold water and sponge or dash it on the face.

Pimples and Scars. 


Are you troubled with a red nose? The nose is easily 
affected by various internal: disorders, and it is always 
well to seek carefully for the cause. Many times the ée- 
fect ig due to tightness of some part of the clothing. It 
may be the corset, it may be the collar, it may be the 
sleeve, and it may be caused by excesses in eating and 


Apply ho? cloths fo nose instead 
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drinking. Needless to say, the first thing for you to do 
is to seek the particular reason, and the next thing te do 
is to remove it if possible. 

If your nose is Oily wipe it off onee or twice a day 
with diluteé alcohol. Put a pinch of borax into the 
Water now and then when you wash your face. You 
may use a good rice powder that is absorbent. Avoid 
all rich and greasy food and stop butter for a little 
time. 

The hair in the nose never should be pulled out. 
But at least once a week a bit of cotton saturated with

trils while one is dressing. This will bleach the hair 
so that it will not be noticeable. 

Pimples on the nose are not infrequently seen on 
girls. Sometimes they are due to an internal derange- 
ment which requires the advice and treatment of a 
physician. Not infrequently they follow indulgence in 
rich and indigestible food. If the cause is not deep 
seated, local treatment will often be of benefit. An 
excellent lotion for pimples is: Precipitate of sulphur, 
one dram; tincture of camphor, one dram; rosewater, 
four ounces.. This may be applied several times a day. 
. Bears that are left from pimples or ‘seratching some- 
times last quite a while. But gentle massage of these 
with cold ¢réam will nearly always improve thelr ap- 
pearance. Much patience is needed, however, for it will 
take time to efface such marks. :

MRS. W. T. J.: Lanolin is the foundation of nearly 
all of the creams and skin foods. It has the effect of 
soothing and nourishing the skin, replacing the natural 
oils that are washed out by the use of too much soap 
or by neglect in Keeping the skin clean. There is not 
any fat quite so beautifying. Here ia the formula for 
the orange flower skin food. I have used this cream 
for a number of years: Melt together in a double boiler 
one-half ounce of white wax, one-half ounce of sperma- 
ceti, one ounce of lanolin, two ounces of sweet almond 
oil, and one ouncé of cocoanut ofl. Take off the fire 
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and beat until cold, adding little by little two ounces of 
orange flower water to which five drops of tincture of 
benzoin has been added. Be sure to beat the ingredients 
until quite cold, for beating is the secret of fine cream. 
Be sure, too, that your ingredients are absolutely fresh 
and the correct amounts are given to you. This cream, 
if massaged into the skin, will remove the tiny wrinkles 
about the eyes.

R. L.: In a case of excessive perspiration of the feet 
they should be bathed daily in hot salt water.

When it is to be added to a 
thick soup it is best to cook it for ten min- 
utes in this way. A puree of lettuce, whichis 
used for many sorts of garnishes, being put 
around a dish in a border or in little balle 
or molds, sometimes alternating with slices 
of toast, is always put through a sieve, and 
goes through more easily if cut up chiffonade 
before being cooked. A frying basket in- 
stead of a sieve will be fine enough to strain 
it through for most purposes.

He also has a certain courtliness anda de- 
liberation of manner that are peculiar to 
southern born men. The secretary of agri- 
culture and Mrs. David F. Houston are oth- 
ers of the cabinet circle who have helped to 
give the southern contingent of society its 
present preéminent position in Washington. 
Attorney General McReynolds, the only 
bachelor in the cabinet, and the “‘ catch ” of 
official Washington, is a citizen of Nashville, 
Tenn. 

One of the most prominent of southern hos- 
tesses in Washington is Mrs. Claude Swan- 
son, wife of Virginia's former governor, now 
United States senator. The Swansons have 
wealth as well as social position, and are 
among those whose entertainments during 
the present season have been particularly 
brilliant. They have a big house in the 
most fashionable part of the capital, and 
Mrs. Swanson has furnished the place with 
lavish attention to detail and with fault- 
less taste. 

Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia and his 
daughters, Mrs. Alston Simpson and Miss 
Callie Hoke Smith, also occupy a high posi- 
tion socially in Washington. The Smith 
girls were the first to entertain for the 
daughters of the President after the Wilsons 
came to the White House, and the two fam- 
ilies have long been on friendly terms. Sen- 
ator Smith was secretary of the interior un- 
der Cleveland, and at that time Mrs. Smith 


. had the reputation of being one of the most 


original and lavish hostesses in Washington. 
Since her husband’s election to the senate, 
she has taken no part whatever in society 
here, delegating her social duties to her 


daughters because of her ill health. Mra. 


Smith's continued iliness has robbed the 
present Democratic administration of a host- 
ess who would have done much to impart 
brilliancy to it@-social side. _ 

Mrs. Burton “Harrison is another woman 
who may be counted as among the Demo- 
cratic hostesses of the Wilson administre- 
tion. -A woman of broad culture and years of 
social experience, Mrs. Harrison has not 
gone extensively-into society of late years, 


until the advent of the Wilsons at the White | 


House. With one son, Francis Burton Har- 
rison, governor general of the Philippines at 
the present time, Mrs. Harrison is naturally 
upon most cordial terms with the adminis- 
tration. She has another son, Fairfax Har- 
rison, who has recently been made president 
of the Southern Railway, and who now occu: 
pies a big- house in Washington. His wife is 
among the attractive youngér matrons in 
Washington society. 

In Supreme court circles, asin the cabinet, 
the south is generously represented. The 
chief justice and Mrs. White are southerners, 
and continue to be as popular gocielly aathey 
were during the Taft administration. Jus- 
tice Horace H. Lurton and Mrs. Larton ere 
Tennesseans. Justice Joseph R. Lamar and 
Mrs. Lamar are Georgians, and the former 
as a boy was the comrade and playmate of 
a youth who at that time was called Tommy 
Wilson, but who was later called by his mid- 
dle name, Woodrow. The two were neigh- 
bors during their childhood in Augusta, Ga. 

Mrs. William Bailey Lamar is one of the 
most popular southern hostesses et the cap- 
ital and one whose entertainments have been 
particularly elaborate. She gave luncheons 
recently for Mrs. William Jennings Bryan 
and Mrs. Thomas R. Marshall, at which the 
decorations and favors were particularly 
handsome. Mrs. Lamar is a Georgia woman 
whose husband was here five years ago as a 
representative in congress from Florida. He 
has been appointed by President Wilson 
Untted States commissioner to the pan- 
Pacific exposition et San Francisco, where 
Mrs. Lamar will be prominently identified 
with society. 

Mrs. John Skelton Williams, wife of the 
controller of the currency, is one of the 
handsomest women the Wilson administre- 
tion has brought into official life. Mrs. Wil- 
liams has been present at numerous social 
functions during the present season, but she 
prefers to spend most of her time et her 
country place, “ Paxton,’ which is neer 
Richmond, Va., and is one of the handsomest 
colonial homes of that state.

On the other hand his friends draw a far 
different picture of him.

What hae been the life of this possible can- 
didate for the presidency? 

He was born in Winchester, in rugged New 
Hampshire, Oct. 9, 1860. His father was a 
country doctor who fought in the civil war 
and was a direct descendant of Peregrine 
White, the first colonial Puritan born on 
American soil, and of Gen. Nixon, who fought 
at Lexington, Bunker Hill, and Saratoga. 

When the chip off of the 61d Wood block 
was but a youngster his family removed to 
Cape Cod, and there the boy trailed snipe 
across the breezy sand dunes, rode bare- 


back over the storm swept beaches, and | 


bathed in the cold ocean of the early spring. 
He attended a typical country schoolhouse, 
where “larning’’ without such unnecessary 
trimmings as sufficient heat or ventilation is 
supplied. Later he wént to the academy in 
a nearby town, and afterward to Harvard 
medical school. 

Wood's first post after passing the exami- 
nation for army surgeon was at Fort Hua- 
chuca, Ariz. He had taken this assignment 
because it was the only one at that time 
[1886] where there seemed to be any chance 
of fighting. Geronimo and his band of 
Apaches were then on the rampage, making 
good the reputation of that tribe by killing 
some 800 victims. Gen. Miles and Capt. 
Lawton—later Gen. Lawton—were out in the 
desert to stamp out the rebellion.

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A @ramatic chase ensued. Over ‘about 


2,000 miles of the worst country in the United [ 


States, of shelterless, sun baked desert, of 
wild mountains, and buttes, they followed 
the fleeing marauders. Geronimo surren- 
dered on Sept. 4, after they had followed 
him forfour months, with but four days’ rest. 

Wood next commanded an expedition to 
capture some Indians who had escaped, cov~- 
ering 2,000 miles through the same couftitry 
ty this chase. His next duty was against 
“Apache Kid "’ in 1887-88. 

In 1880 he married Miss Louise A. Condit 
Smith of Washingtom. In 1891 he was pro- 
moted to captain and assistant surgeon and 
on May 8, 1898, he was appointed colonel of 
the First cavalry U. 8S. Vounteera, which you 
will recognize easier as the Rough Riders. 

“I formed the acquaintance of Mr. Roose- 
velt In 1896,’’ said Gem Wood in speaking of 


the organization of the Rough Riders. “ We | 


were guests at a dinner and walked home to- 
gether. We found we had many interests 
in common.

The career of the Rough Riders is too re- 
cent history to need retelling. 

On Dec. 7, 1898, Wood was appointed major 
general U. 8S. volunteers. In 1889 fever broke 
out tn Santiago, and Gen. Wodd was sent 
from the United States to stamp it out, 
which he did in less than thirty days. 

Elihu Root appointed Gen. Wood military 
governor of Cuba, and the latter there- 
upon started what was probably the greatest 
job of housecleaning in the history of the 
world. He took a decidedly besmeared 
“Pearl of the Antilles”’ and soeaped it until 
it was brilliantly clean. 

In 1901 Gen. Wood was appointed a briga- 
dier general in the regular army. As gov- 
ernor of the Moro provineé in the Philip- 
pines, Gen. Wood taught half a million 
heathen pirates, slave dealers, and head 
hunters that American laws are not to be 
trifled with. 

In 1903 he was appointed miajor general, 


| U.S. A., and from 1906 to 1908 he commanded 


the entire Philippine division, with its 18,- 
000 troops. After that he was commander 
of the department of the east, with head- 
quartera in New York, then chief of staff of 
the army, and last week was succeeded by 
Gen. Wotherspoon, as he was considered too 
valuable a man to keep in Washington. 

This is the first of a serier of stories 
concerning military and naval men who 
may become presidential possibilities as the 
reeult of the war in Mezico.

fabric of the heavens, and although it so 


| little compels the tmagination to regard it 


a bear that folk have called it a chariot, a 
bier, a wain, etc., nevertheless people on the 
banks of the Euphrates thousands of years 
ago knew it as the Bear; the North Amer- 
ican Indians so outlined it; and races and 
nations in Asia and Europe far from contact 
with each other in trade, sympathies, and 
ideas drew the lines from one star to another 
in this constellation to form a bear. 

The ancients thought it the only constel- 
lation Which never set. Homer so referred to 
it. Draco, Cepheus, Cassiopeia, and Ursa 
Minor also ‘* never sink into the ocean,” but 
Homer’s people had not picked them out, 
and to them the ever present group of stars 
was that of the Bear circling around the 
pole, so far north that it remained within 
the vision the year around; so far north that 
Aristotle thought it was named the Bear be- 
cause no other animal would venture into 
this frezen waste. 

Although the Bear is the name by which 
the constellation is known generally, this 
conception is varied by alternatives. It has 
been the ‘‘ Wain,’”’ the ‘“‘ Wagon," or the 
‘“ Chariot "’ to many peoples—the Karlsvagn 
of the Scandinavians, Charlemagne’s Wain, 
‘“ Charles’ Wain’’ tu the English, ‘‘ King 
Arthur's Chariot” to the Irish. 

The fanciful Bear alsd has been found in 
the Dipper itself. The North American In- 
dians, objecting to the nature fake of a bear 
with a long tail, conceived the stars in the 
handle of the dipper as humters pursuing the 


side of the bowl, the pointers, were two oxen, 
the other two in the bowl were two thieveg 
driving the oxen away, and in the handle 
came the pursuers, a servant, a housekeeper 
with a dog (the star Alcor), and lastly the 
farmer himeelf. ‘ 

With the pole star the dipper is a guide to 
the heavens. The stare in the outer side of 
the bow} are Dubhe and Merak. They are 
the ‘* pointers."’ They are five degrees apart 
and point almost directly toward the pole 
star. They are used aga measuring stick for 
oelestial distances. 

The white star at the end of the handle of 
the dipper or at the end of the bear's tall 
is Alcaid: at the head of the handle is Mizar, 
close to which is Alcor. 

Mizar and Alcor are known as the “ horse 
and rider,” Alcor the rider star or cavalier. 
The two stars form what is known as a 
‘‘ naked eye double.”” In olden times Alcor 
was regarded as a test of good eyesight. 
Even the Indians thought that only the 
sharpest eyes could see the rider as well as 
the horse. 

It is found that modern eyes make no such 
difficulty of it, and that leads to the ques- 
tion whether we correctly consider this gen- 
eration as one of falling vision. Mizar, un- 
der a small telescope, is found to bea double, 
a fine one, with a bluish star of eighth mag- 
nitude as a companion. 

Alioth is the third star in the handle. Al- 
caid, Mizar, and Alioth constitute the handle 
of the dipper. With Dubhe and Merak, the 
pointers, Phad and Megrez form the oow!l of 
the dipper and the hind quarters of the Bear. 
Megrez is a pale yellow star in the bowl 
where the handle joins. Phad is of tcpaz 
yellow color at the bottom of the bowl. A 
few degrees from Merak, the lower cf the 
two pointers, is the Owl Nebula, the largest 
and finest of the planetary nebulae. 

The Bear has no first magnitude star. The 
stars in the. dipper are second magnitude, 
and Dubhe is the only one of solartype. The

will be boxed up and stored in the 
Metropolitan museum until autumn, 
when the somewhat dilatory directors of that 
institution hope to have galleries ready for it. 
Fortunately I was able, through special 
courtesy from the executors of the Altman 
estate, to see the collection on the last pos- 
sible day, in the private galleries of the dead 
collector’s residence. It was particularly 
interesting to study the treasures there in 
those silent rooms off Fifth avenue, where 
their late owner had gathered them to- 
gether and kept them almost secret from 


the world. 

The paintings and most of the sculptures 
were in the larger oblong gallery. The fifty- 
one pictures, by old masters of the Dutch, 
Italian, Flemish, German, and Spanish 
echools, are all, as is well known, representa- 
tive or €xceptional examples of the various 
painters; the addition of them to the Metro- 
politan collection will make that museum one 
of the most important in the world in the 
department of occidental pictorial art. 

This being granted, we may be permitted 
to talk about the pictures from the point of 
view of ot ape preference. Firat, there 
ts Giorgionés ‘‘Portrait of a Young Vene- 
tian,” possibly the poet Ariosto, a picture 
which once belonged to Walter Savage Lan- 
dor. Apart from the excessive rarity of 
works by this great master, this portrait of 
a beautiful, sensitive almost femininely éeli- 
cate young man, is a perfect example of 
Giorgione’s orchidiike style. It has that air 
of exquisite exotic grace, that sweet, rich, 
almost tropic perfume, which seemea to thrill 
every sense in the “Judith ’* of the Her 
mitage collection in St. Petersburg, in “ The 
Concert "’ of the Louvre, and in the few other 
authentic works by this young master, who 
was the full and perfect fower of Venetian 
art.

Another rare master, Andrea Mantegna, is 
represented by a characteristic and beauti- 
ful “Holy Family.’"’ The nude infant is

coast. While their journey was anything 
but a joy ride, it showed that the country is 
open to automobiles. Later the same trip 
was made by Harry H. Dunn. His account 
of the trip was published in Motor Age and 
is as follows: 


The Griver of a motor car will find the routes 
better by entering through Nogales, Aris. From 
this city to Nogaics, Sonora, one finds a splendid 
road almost paralleling the line of the Southern 
Pacific railroad. From Nogales to Hermosulo 
there also is a good road and from the latter town 
to as, a city of 9,000 inhabitants, there also 
is a feir thoroughfare. The distance from Hermo- 
sillo to Guaymas is about ninety miles. Motor 
vehicies could make the trip under stress in about 
five hours. Guaymas has a fine harbor and would 
be a stategical point in the case of war. 

Throughout. the Yaqui valley there are fine 
roads, especially the route from Guaymas to Ma- 
satian. Mazatian is one of the most important 
cities on the west coast and would be occupied in 
case of war by the attacking forces, as occupation 
there would mean control of the western coast, as 
well ag the road to Durango and Torreon, which 
now is in fine shape. 


Imtereating side trips may be taken from Ma- 
zatlan to Durango, cepital of the state of the same 
name, 135 to 150 miles; on from Durango if the 
driver wishee to see the mining country around 
Torreon, a distance of @bout ninety miles, and 
the nearby towns of Lardo, Gomes Palacio. and 
Mapimi.

O plant flowers where weeds might 

grow and to make the world more 

beautiful is the inspiring wish of not 

only the Outdoor Art league but every 

worker in gardens. The school grounds 

improvement associations have put the chil- 

dren to work, and the greatest enthusiasm is 

found where the young people are able to see 
results early in the year. 

The shrubs can be chosen to hold interest 
in the late autumn and winter as well as in 
spring and summer. A wise planter will set 
out forsythia and pussy willow for March, 
red bud or Judas tree, cherry and plum for 
April, followed by the Washington trorn, 
peach, apple, flowering crab, syringa, snow 
ball, lilac, bush honey suckle, flowerirg al- 
mond, Japanese quince, wigelia flowering 
currant, honey locust, and the dogwoods 
which will bear flowers throughout spring 
until early summer, meeting the viburnams, 
elders, altheas, and hydrangeas, whica are 
in flower as late as September. 

Selecting shrubs for a succession of bloom 
does not cost more than setting solid clumps 
of one species, and the effect may be as pic- 
turesque. It is important to keep interest 
alive. Then when autumn comes and the 
snow berries, hop tree, dogwoods, high bush 
cranberries, and barberries, which may also 
be in the above collection, show their frults, 
the shrubs are still attractive. A single 
mountain ash in school grounds will draw 
birda, a cherry tree is sought by robins and 
orioles, and the fact of owning fruit trees 
will:-make children more respectful of trees 
in grounds elsewhere,

Never having gardened, a patch of earth 
looks like a mystery. The first step is to 
loosen the soil so the air and rain can do 
their parts, and tender roots wil} not be ob- 
structed when trying to spread. In vacant 
lots and fields, clover, alfalfa, and vetch 
break up the solid earth with many roots. 
Seeds will grow sometimes when no digging 
is done, but the best plan is to take spade, 
trowel, or knife and dig up the ground at 
least one and better still to a depth of two 
feet. Work the earth fine with a fork and 
rake smooth. 

Hither buy started plants or sow seeds. 
Healthy little nasturtiums, candytuft, sal- 
vias, and whatever you may wish cost only 
5 cents each, or less by the dozen. Turn the 
pot upside down, tap on it, and out comes 
the rooted plant with good black soil ready to 
set in the hole you have made in the bed. 
Water sparingly and shade the plant with 
the empty pot, until it has recovered ina day 
or two. | | 
_ Choose the flowers and buy seeds from a 
list in a catalogue. Sow fine seeds in little 
trenches one-half or an inch deep, cover with 
earth, and let alone, Stick large seeds, as 
peas or nasturtiums, an inch below tle sur- 
face. Watch the seedlings come up, and if 
the weather is dry sprinkle some, but do not 
drown the plantlets. If they come up thick- 
ly, separate and transplant, treating the 
roots with gentle consideration, and allow- 
ing as much soil as possible to hang fast to 
them,

Of all the writing of this sort that I am ac- 
quainted with, the best that remains in my 
memory is Olive Schreiner’s ‘‘ Woman and 
Labor,” which is fast becoming a “‘ classic ” 
of the movement. ‘“‘ Woman and Labor” 
appeared in 1911, but it was confessedly 
made of material that already had found 
written expression years before and was 
tragically lost as an incident of the “‘ man 
mace ’’ South African war! Miss Schreiner’s 
contribution to the literature of the cause 
shows a maturity of thought due to this cir- 
cumstance and also a certain out-of-date- 
ness: the movement has already moved be- 
yond her chief outpost. But hers is a book 
done by an artist, man or woman it makes 
no difference; it bears the stamp ofa creative 
hand on every page.

Few books on any subject contain more 
than one rea! idea. Few minds seem able 
to. grasp and set forth passionately more 
than one side of a large interest. This is 
singularly true of the books that deal with 
the woman movement. No matter how com- 
prehensive the writer’s scheme may be, how 
ambitious her table of contents, the book 
comes out with one main idea. With Olive 
Schreiner the paramount idea that dom- 
inates every passage of “‘ Woman and La- 
bor ’’ is the “‘ parasitism ”’ of modern women. 

‘“* Give us Labor!”’’ “ The Right to Labor!” 
—that is the great refrain of this book, strik- 
ing out again and again with a passionaile 
truth that stirs the best instincts of man or 
woman. Women have been deprived oftheir 
just share in the dignified labors and re- 
sponsibilities of life, unconsciously, econom- 
ically robbed of their human birthright, until 
they are relegated to the position of camp 
followers or sex parasites. That is Miss 
Schreiner’s theme, and nowhere, I feel sure, 
has the comprehension of modern woman’s 


there never was a period when chance played so small a part in success. 


We are all comparatively well informed’ today. Free 
schools, cheap colleges, low priced periodicals and com- 
petent newspapers have placed the majority of us upon a 
basis of uniform information. 


So many of us are aware of facts and figures, are so 
well posted on subjects with which only the very learned 
were once acquainted—we have grown so habituated to the 
announcement of revolutionary methods and machines— of 
time saving, space squeezing, life stretching discoveries— 
that unless you have unusual qualities of leadership, or can 

produce a self-evident betterment over some existing method,

economic position been so clearly grasped 
and passionately set forth as in this small 
book. She understands how it has come 
about, this gradual, inevitable deprivaticn 
of women of all participation in the realities 
of production and distribution, of the true 
business of living upon this earth.

And yet this great afhrmation of a woman's 
creed has already something unreal in it. 
something false to modern life as itis, Ap- 
parently Miss Schreiner has forgotten the 
harsh fact that never before in the world’s 
history were women being driven by neces- 
sity into the ranks of labor as they are today. 
If ‘* the right to labor ’’ is the real answer to 
woman's litany, she is likely enough to get 
her demand, cruelly, these machine-made 
days. She is laboring by millions, forced la- 
bor, all through the ranks, and at the top as 
well. For there are few of men’s occupations 
still closed to her through prejudice, either 
in this country or in western ‘Europe. She 
labors at a disadvantage, but that is another 
question. She labors increasingly. 

In this matter Miss Schreiner’s position 
seems to be that of the small aristocratic ele- 
ment of womanhood—-of those whom class 
prejudice still keep out of everything but 
purely ‘‘ domestic duties.“" On these women 
in especial, as she rightly feels, the terrible 
curse of parasitism has descended worst. 
But they are merely a:small remnant of their 
sex. And even this smal! remnant is by no 
means what Olive Schreiner pictures it to be, 
at least in our modern America. It has be- 
come so ‘** earnest,”’ so anxious to mix up with 
life—often, to be sure, so keen to lead rath: 
than to serve in the ranks—that it is getting 
to be a disgrace for even the fashionatle 


woman not to be “identifed”’ with some 
*“‘movement’’—suffrage, charity, educational, 
social. The fashion of not being a parasite 
has been pretty well set.of late years, at 
least in this part of the globe. 

If it is true that the woman you take cut 
to dinner tonight may be a good specimen of 
the old fashioned parasitic type, wholly in- 
terested in her bridge, thés dansantes, flirta- 
tions and dress, in captivating and subduing 
the male with her sex weapons, yet it is ten 
to one that your neighbor on the left has 
hurried into her gown late from a “ board 
meeting "’ and will open up on you with a 
remark about referendum. You can never 
tell whether you are to battle with an 
awakened female of the new, aggressively 
progressive type, or can repose upon the 
sugared nothings of the old time sex combat. 

That is the real trouble these stirring days: 
there is no one type of ‘‘ woman,” asthe 
books so glibly generalize their sex. The 
pure parasite persists along with the newsr 
types of emancipated women and still ot.er 
examples of mixed type, who look at the male 
world from languishing eyes, wear jauniily 
the barbaric trappings of their sex, plaster 
themselves with bright colored stones—and 
yet gravely challenge man con every sort of 
probiem, including the ‘ sorial evil’ (oaly 
they do not give it that gloved name!). Sne 
is neither a wholly free, independent, in- 
tellectual ‘human being, nor a completely 
sexed parasitic dependent of the kind Miss 
Schreiner has so vividly pictured. Her ar- 
tivities may not be very real, nor very much 
worth while, whether they are hospital man- 
agement, suffrage speaking, or art and lite.a- 
ture. But they are evidences of intention. 

The pure parasite persists with an extraor- 
dinary tenacity and with very little loss 
of prestige and esteem, all things considered. 
For that I am afraid men are mostly to 
blame. It is the type that seem to prefer to 
marry—the ‘‘ home woman,” the “ depen4- 
ent,”’ the ‘“‘ sweet’ variety, content to be 
molded, content to drudge at the worst paid 


of all labor when they have to, confent to 
live off their sex when they can. Men are 
still proud of putting their shoulders to the 
white man’s burden of maintaining in osten- 
tatious waste a personal piece of sex: pr >p- 
erty, proud of the woman's marks of incom- 
petence, as subject to sex wiles and ‘‘ charm ” 
as in the darkest years of chivalry. The 
conventional marriage of ** our very best 
people ’’ still illustrates Miss Schreiner's pic- 
ture of sex-parasitism. 

It is a small element of womanhood—it 
must grow smaller 12s women realize the 
degradation of the old ideal and as men are 
increasingly unable to bear the burdens of 
parasitism—but it is still an enormously in- 
fluential element in our society. It is the ele- 
ment that sets all the fashions, who maka 
what is called “‘ our best society,”” who hid 
their sisters in a bondage of envy. The 
parasitic type is not likely to become rapidly 
extinct. It is too easy for women to trade 
their sex for support, and the habit is ioo 
deeply imbedded in our religion and morality 
to be quickly eradicated. So long as men re- 
main the vain and sensual animals they so 
often are, the parasite woman will survive 
in more or less dishonor. Tier mother should 
teach her Olive Schreiner’s prayer—‘‘ Give 
me Labor!’’ 

But what about all those millions, married 
and unmarried women, to whom labor in 
cruel abundance has been given already? 
Can the woman movement do something for 
them?

Train Young America to Shoot 


By the Hon. Lindley M. Garrison 
Secretary of War 


N ANY war with a nation of first rank in military power an 
American army of at least half a million men would be 
required. The great majority of this soldiery would be vol- 
unteers. The regular army and portions of the organized 
militia would have to stand the first brunt of attack and hold 
the invader until the volunteers could be sufficiently trained to 
allow them also to participate, as without this training it would 
be a crime to them and their families to send them to the front; also 
perhaps an irremediable loss to the nation. I therefore plead for a 
tic national schooling in marksmanship. 

Modern wars are short; they come with little or no warning, and the 
first blows landed count enormously. Initiative and aggressiveness are 
first principles and early victory is a moral factor of immense import. 

With intensive training a volunteer is made into a fairly efficient 
soldier in six months. A good part of this time is necessary for the 
special training of the officers and in perfecting the men in marks- 
manship. With officers already instructed and with a powerful and 
adequate force of militia reserves already familiar with the proper use 
of the rifle, the six months could in all probability be cut in half. This 
difference of three months might and probably would mean the dif- 
ference between success and a very great prolongation of war, possibly 
even failure, as in that length of time, due to any one of many causes, 
the line of resisting troops may give way. It is our duty as citizens 
to provide against just such emergencies. 

Up to the present time, however, no definite and satisfactory pro- 


of rifle clubs and about 8,000 students of military schools and 
colleges — a total of only 11,000 who have received outdoor rifle prac- 
tice — a number almost negligible. To these might be added about 
25,000 boys who have had indoor gallery practice of some sort or other. 

The United States Government has so far aided in remedying this 
condition only by the appropriation of $30,000 annually for ammuni- 
tion for students of educational institutions to which officers of the 
regular army are detailed as instructors, and in allowing rifle clubs 
affiliated with the National Rifle Association to purchase arms at cost. 
Only a small number of rifles have been sold for this purpose. If as 
many as two persons/used each rifle sold, the total number would 
not exceed 4,000. - 

There is now a bill before Congress to appropriate $100,000 for the 
promotion of rifle practice in public schools, colleges, universities and 
civilian rifle clubs. If properly applied this will be of great help. Of 
the different educational institutions the public schools are the most 
important, not only on account of the greater number of students, but 
on account of the age of the students. Shooting in schools of this class 
should be made compulsory to the extent of at least two hundred . 
rounds per boy, .22 caliber gallery rifle, with the necessary preliminary 
sighting and aiming drills, in such states as will so provide for by law. 
The National Board for the promotion of rifle practice is recommended 
to have supervision of this work and superintend such competitions as 
may be prescribed. These competitions to be similar to those now in 
force where the prospective teams shoot on their own home ranges.

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EHOLD the alarming growth of the power of the | 
president! If it keeps on, shall we not have a { its, 
dictator? Such is the exclamation uttered, such 
the question asked, even by thoughtful men when- 
ever an American president seems to be making 
headway with a program which he has mapped out or 
with which his name has become identified. The partisan orator, of 
course, makes lurid use of it on the stump; and at each of these 
periods most of us seem to accept it as true that the powers of the 
presidency are growing and that there is great danger in their 
expansion. 

As a matter of fact, the powers the chief executive actually exercises 
are not nearly so great as those given him by our fundamental 
law. For the constitution lodges all the executive powers of our 
government in the hands of the president. His office is self- 
executing and he is responsible to nobody but the people as to 
how he executes it. Congress has no control whatever over him 
excepting by impeachment, which is all but impossible of practical 


exercise. He can defy the courts, as Jefferson did, or disregard \" B 
them as was done by Jackson and by Lincoln. He ean bring the \ 
entire armed force of the nation to bear upon a state as Jack- ) 

son threatened to do in the case of South Carolina. Yet these ~ 


many direct constitutional powers have been exercised so rarely 
that they have almost ceased to exist from want of use. : 

Contrary to the constitution, the American president has come to be the 
supreme representative of a political party. He is a party president and not a 
people’s president. If it were possible for us under our constitution to have a 
party government, responsible to the people, this fact would, in reality, give 
the president very great power and simplify as well as popularize our govern- 
ment tremendously. But it is only once in a while that a party government is 
possible under the constitution. Even during such few and short spaces of 
party government it is impossible for us to have a responsible party govern- 
ment as every other free country in the world does have. 

Compare this menacled condition in which the American president often 
finds himself with the power of the head of the government in Canada, Great 
Britain, France, or any other modern parliamentary government. In Canada 
and Great Britain for instance, party government is a reality in the most abso- 
lute sense of the word. There is, for practical purposes, only one house in the 
national legislature; the prime minister is selected by the political party that 
has a majority in this one house. He and every member of his cabinet have 
seats in parliament; every policy of his administration, every important law, 
is decided upon in a caucus of the members of his party or at least of the 
eabinet and the prime minister himself who usually presides over such caucuses.

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It thus comes about that the chief executive of all other parlia- 
mentary countries is practically a monarch if he is a man of 
dominant personality, political skill, and statesmanlike ability. And 


govern the country to the satisfaction of the people but not one week 
or day or hour or minute longer. For example, Sir Wilfred Laurer 


- literally ruled Canada for sixteen years and then was thrown out almost 


over night. When the power and popularity of this remarkable man, 

consummate politician, and brilliant statesman, was at its height it was 

ended abruptly. Mr. Taft in his New York speech set the loyalist sentl- 

ment of Canada on fire, and Laurier was the victim. 
But during his long tenure of office, he and his government exereised 

power absolutely impossible under any circumstances for the American 
president to wield. The party government of Canada by the 
liberal party under Sir Wilfred Laurier did whatever it thought best 
for the welfare of the Canadian people and was sustained by them, 
although they might have recalled that party and overthrown is 
government any time they chese. 

One would think that the growth of the country, the prominence of the 
president in the public mind and the comparative unimportance, in the general 
eye, of members of congress would magnify the presidential power. Every mai; 
woman and child knows who the president is; pictures of him and his family 
always are printed by the million, and the features are familiar to everybody; 
the ordinary citizen looks upon the president as his peculiar representative m 
Washington and the real head of the government; anything that the president 
says is printed everywhere and read by everyone — his appeal is direct, per 
sonal, instantaneous, and nation-wide. 

Also the fact that he appoints thousands of officeholders makes him the 
head of a great army of political agents located in every town and city 
every state in the union. “How does he stand with the president?” is the 
first question officeseeking constithents or political organizations ask 
a congressman or senator through whom they are striving for patronage. 

All this, one would imagine would form a cudgel of influence whieh 
give the president a power something like that in the hands of the heads of 
all other parliamentary governments; and a power, too, which, in its very 
nature, would steadily grow. | 

Yet the fact is that nothing of the kind has happened. Even Roosevelt, 
with all the force of his tremendous and unique personality, with sueh-§ 
popularity during most of his presidency as but few men ever had, with his 
almost uncanny skill of appeal to public opinion, with his party in 
of both houses of congress, did not have the power that Washington wielded; 
and President Wilson’s power over congress does not approach the ezar-like 
sway of Jefferson.

¥INCOLN, of course, from the peculiar cireum- 
iL stances of war was almost as powerful as Wash- 
ington ; yet, so much on the decline was his power 
that his party had determined not to re-nominate 
him, and the committee to notify Lincoln of this 
‘fact already had gathered in Washington, when a 
fortunate turn of the war saved the political for- 
‘tones of the Great Emancipator. The time and 
‘greamstances of his assassination have glorified and 
‘jdealized Lincoln, and a vague belief has grown out 
of this that if Lineoln had lived his power would 
‘have been so great that the storm of reconstruction 
never would have blown up; or, if it had, that we 
‘would have weathered it quickly and_ easily. 


| | Yet the probabilities are that Lincoln would 


have been shorn of his power by congress the 
‘moment he tried to put through his great, 
_ wise, kind, and humane plan for the reunion 
| of the American people. 

| “Johnson’s power, of course, was as little as 
' Lineoln’s power had been vast; and his strength 
_was so utterly crushed that he was barely 
‘ saved on his impeachment trial. Grant went 
| into office as the martial hero of a nation which 
' his military genius had saved. At the begin- 
_ ning of his first term Grant had power that al- 
' most equaled that of Jefferson or Washington ; 
_ yet in his second term he found himself bound 
_ hand and foot. Hayes, of course, had such lit- 
' tle strength that he was almost neutral; and 
' any one of half a dozen senators had more 
actual power than that wielded by Arthur. 


the government that he called the two houses 
of congress “that team of wild horses.” Me- 
’ Kinley had great power, due largely to the Spanish 
War; yet it was more apparent than real as is shown 
by his back-down from his Porto Riean policy at 
the dietate of a majority of his party in congress. 
The power of Roosevelt was enormous and grew 
throughout his seven years of office; but strong as 
he was with the people and resourceful as he was 
in devices to make congress do his will, Roosevelt 
could not get through a single great measure with- 
out desperate resistance ending in eompromise. 
President Wilson appears to be having his own 
way at present; but he has been in office just one 
year and there is plenty of time for him to be 
broken on the wheel. From a study of the fluctua- 
tions in the rise and fall of the power of the presi- 
deney during our history, no human being can say 


at this time whether the power of the present ad- 
ministration will continue. His seeming control of 
congress is partly due to the same condition that 
gave Jefferson his immense advantage— the ap- 
parent break up.of the Republican party which 
— like the break up of the Federalist 


_Also Mr. Wilson has conserved his power by 
playing both ends against the middle quite cleverly. 
using Mr. Bryan to placate the radicals, who 

have been made to feel that things are going their 
Way, he also has made a strong appeal to the con- 
servative business interests who are quite well satis- 
on the whole. Witness the eager acceptance of 
the eurreney bill by the banks and the great financial 
on the one hand and the slumberous 


acquiescence of the people on the other hand. 


Witness, too, the strange silence of the trusts from 

moment the tariff bill was introduced —a 
filenee which began long before the lobby investi- 
pation was suggested or thought of and which was 
M violent contrast with their ruthless activities 
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against.those who fought the Payne-Aldrich tariff 


bill only two years before; and then, on the other 
hand, consider the joy with which the people were 
induced to greet the new tariff by the promise that 
it would reduce the cost of living. Think, too, of 
the curious spectacle of the perfect accord between 
the administration and big business voiced by Mr. 
Ryan in his famous interview, “The only trust I 
know is trust the president ;” and then parallel this 


with the way the people have swallowed Mr. Bryan’s 


statement that “the eggs are being unscrambled.”’ 
These are a few examples of how the president 


thus far has managed to satisfy both conservatives 


and radicals.. Still another, which adds the color 
of personality to the picture is President Wilson’s 
open support of Mr. Underwood for senator, al- 


though Representative Underwood is a bold, able, 


and outspoken conservative; and at the same time, 
his championship of Senator Gore for the same

ministration did not urge this great reform. And 
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even more important about-face is Mr. Wilson’s 
championship of a method of handling the trust 
question, which his party refused to put in its 
national platform and which Mr. Wilson himself 
actually denounced during and after the campaign. 
Yet, only enough of this plan is taken by Mr. 
Wilson to give the impression that the president is 
in accord with this advanced position while in truth 
he only goes a little of the way and the result is 
not reality but appearance. So once more we see 
the president’s proposals apparently accepted by 
the people and at the same time the trusts seem 
quite well satisfied. This is in no sense a criticism 
of the president’s sincerity, but only an analysis of 
some of the reasons for his apparent power. 

But, of course, this balancing cannot go on for- 
ever. Sooner or later Mr. Wilson must take his 
stand on the one side or the other. If he does not 
he will find both sides making common e¢ause, in 
the end, in stripping him of his power. 

Those who think that the power of the president 
is dangerously great, cite the appointment. of am- 
bassadors and ministers and consuls as an illustra- 
tion. As a matter of fact, these foreign appoint- 
ments give the president no power at all except as 
he uses them to. placate senators and congressmen 
and strengthen his party organization. Aside from 
this, they are a source of weakness rather than 
strength. The Senate must confirm all these ap- 
pointments and any one strong and determined 
senator usually is able to prevent such an appoint- 
ment being made or stop its confirmation if made. 
This has happened time and again and often gets 
the president badly tangled since any president 
finds it hard to convince the aspirant that he could 
not have driven the appointment through the Sen- 
ate if he really had wished to do so. 

The power to negotiate treaties adds little to the 
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president’s real strength, if indeed, it does not take 
away from it; for’ the Senate has guarded its 
power over these foreign compacts with : greater 
jealousy than any of its other prerogatives. Time 
and again the Senate has vitally changed treaties 
carefully framed by the executive department and 
urged with all the influence, power, and prestige of 
the presidency. In the case of the Hay-Paunceforte 
treaty, so strong and adroit a president as. MeKinley 
and so able and resourceful a secretary of state as 
Mr. Hay were not able to save it; but it was radi- 
eally changed and that, too, at the eleventh hour 
when a recent poll of the Senate showed. that a 
majority of that body were in favor of it. Many 
instances have occurred where an administration 
was brought in humiliation to its knees, by the 
action of the Senate upon a treaty, upon which 
the president was determined and when he had the 
country back of him. Charles Sumner almost 
single handed and alone defeated Grant’s San Do- 
mingo treaty, which had been sent to the Senate 
with the ablest message Grant ever sent to the Sen- 
ate or to Congress. 

The appointment of Justices of the Supreme 

Court and Judges of the federal courts has been 
thought to be a power so vast and far reaching 
as to give the president an actual control of the 
judiciary. But here, again, fact overthrows theory. 
When Cleveland was at the height of his power 
Senator Hill was strong enough to defeat Mr. 
Hornblower for the Supreme Court; and the same 
thing can happen whenever any senator of great 
strength and address can get a few other sena- 
tors to stand by him in making a sturdy fight. 
Even where the president’s appointment of 
judges is confirmed by the Senate the chief 
executive has more often been disappointed 
in the result than he has been gratified. 
A striking example of this curious truth 
was the appointment by Jefferson of Justice 
Story to the Supreme Bench. Story was ap- 
pointed because he was the ablest and most 
determined of Jefferson’s party in New Eng- 
land; and he was selected carefully for the 
express purpose of putting on the Supreme 
Bench a judge who could balance and ecoun- 
teract the dominance of Chief .Justice Mar- 
shall, whom Jefferson hated and whose eon- 
stitutional theories he disapproved. Yet, no 
sooner had Story taken his seat than he be- 
came the most powerful ally that Marshall 
had and the most effective foe of the very 
constitutional theory which he was ap- 
pointed on the bench to champion. 

Literally dozens of cases less conspicuous, 
but no less clearly defined than this, ean be 
given of appointments of Justices of the Su- 
preme Court and Judges of the Federal courts 
who, when actually on the bench, took positions 
diametrically opposed to those which the president 
appointing these judges thought they would take. 
The only prominent case to the contrary was the 
packing of the Supreme Bench by President Grant 
to seenre the decision desired by the administration 
in the legal tender eases; but this was made possible 
only by the great national emergency. 


Bin power of the president to appoint postmas- 
ters and revenue agents and other like officers 
gives him infinitely greater strength than his power 
to appoint ambassadors, ministers, consuls, Justices 
of the Supreme Court, or judges of the federal 
eourts. For these small and local offices are made 
a vital part.of the party machinery. It is through 
this agency that the president has often brought 
about his own re-nomination, determined party 
policies, and even influenced legislation. The most 
striking illustration of the use of the elub of patron- 
age overcongress to get that body to pass a law 
which it did not want to pass but which the presi- 
dent wanted it to pass was the ease of repeal of 
the Silver Purchase clause by congress under Presi- 
dent’ Cleveland. In that case patronage was used 
openly and effectively. Indeed, no president has. 
ever failed to avail himself of this real and con- 
crete power over congress. The appointment of 
postmasters and other officers is constantly before 
the eyes of congressmen and senators and is a 
sleepless influence in our national legislation and 
the practical econduet of our national government. 
It is, indeed, the largest tangible source of strength 
the president has. 

There has been a great deal of speculation about 
the freakish variableness of the power of the Amer- 
ican president. Many careful and even learned 
essays have been written (Continued on Page 13)

upon this subject. Some scholars have 
proved that the power of the presi- 
dent is gauged by the strength of his 
personality; and others have demon- 
strated that the extent of the power 
of the president depended on whether 
he took sound and right positions on 
the questions he had to deal with. 

For example, no more dominant: 
willed man than Grover Cleveland 
ever occupied the presidential chair 


it were a rotten reed. Also he was 
absolutely right in his stand in favor 
of honest money and Mr. Bryan was 
comically. wrong; yet, this was the 
most dangerous rock of the reef on 
which Mr. Cleveland’s political for- 
tunes were wrecked, and at the same 
time the stepping-stone on which Mr. 
Bryan mounted to popularity. John- 
son was a strong personality; yet, he 
was cut off at the beginning of it and 
his political life ended in disgrace. 
The most towering personality in our 
history is that of Washington, and 
his foreign policy was without a 
flaw; yet, it was this very thing that 
brought him to the end of his second 
term the best hated by a great body 
of the people and the most reviled 
man of all our presidents excepting 
only Lincoln. 


OX THE contrary, the personality of 
Madison was as colorless as his in- 
tellect was splendid, and some of the 
positions he took as for example, his 
veto of the first internal improve- 
ment bill, ‘were ridiculously er- 
roneous; yet he went through two 
terms with undiminished reputation 
and died a beloved and historic fig- 
ure. Monroe, with very small natural 
ability, with an obstinate and an un- 
impressive personality was more 
often wrong than he was right and 
sometimes even base, as for example 
in his French Mission and attack 
on Washington. Yet, he too, rode out 
two terms with comparative ease and 
managed to get his name attached 
to a great national doctrine of the 
far reaching meaning and develop- 
ment of which he had no more con- 
ception than an Eskimo. 

The character of congress — the 
ability, vigor, and information of 
members of the House and Senate — 
has as much to do with the power of 
the president as the masterfulness 
of the chief executive. A congress in 
which there is a large proportion of 
new members is uncertain of itself; 
especially when it. comes in as a 
change of party control with a presi- 
dent of the same party, such a new 
congress yields readily to his sugges- 
tions. But the same congress two 
years later, when it has found itself, 
is apt to assert itself. Where there 
is a conjunction of a strong and clever 
president who knows exactly what he 
wants, and a new and untried con- 
gress which does not know what it 
wants, the power of the presidency 
assumes, for the moment, mountain- 
ous proportions to the casual public 
eye. 

Obviously the powers of the presi- 
dent are neither growing nor declin- 
ing—they are considerable at one 
time and negligible at another time. 
No cause can be given nor a generali- 
zation made explaining this, except- 
ing the conflict between the natural 
growth of the idea of a party govern- 
ment on the one hand and the ob- 
stacles which our constitution throws 
in the way of this on the other hand. 
Under the parliamentary systems of 
other free countries one of two things 
happens —they either give the re- 
sponsible head of the government 
practically all the power they have to 
give, as in the case of England and 
other modern parliamentary coun- 
tries, or else they do not give him any 
power at all, but make him a mere 
figurehead, as is the case with the 


president of Switzerland.
